Five Day Old 
Corpse Found 
In Home Here 


The body found at 595 Yucca 
(Trail in the Canyon district 
last Friday afternoon, first 
identified as the corpse of a 
ndgro, later proved to be the 
partially decomposed remains 
of R. Lambton Durham, Cau¬ 
casian. In coroner’s reports, it 
was estimated that Durham 
had been dead five or six days 
before his body was reported. 

Discovery of the corpse by 
police came about as the result 
of a telephone call from a resi¬ 
dent at 595 Yucca, identified as 
Lester Ira Rhoades, who in¬ 
formed the police by telephone 
at 2:36 p.m. Friday that he 
would meet them at the Cot¬ 
tage Market. Policeman fly 
Embree, answering the call in 
a prowl car, was then directed 
by Rhoades to the Yucca Trail 
residence where Durham’s body 
was found wedged between his 
bed and a wall. 

Rhoades reportedly was in a 
dazed, alcoholic condition and 
was unable to give an accurate 
description of previous days’ 
events. It was his belief that 
many persons had visited the 
house during the week, but 
neighbors reported no sign of 
a party or disturbances within 
the house. 

Exposed sections of the body 
were blackened and blood was 
on the floor near the mouth 
and face. The Los Angeles 
Sheriff’s Homicide Detail was 
called to determine whether or 
not Durham’s death had been 
caused by violence. 

At present reporting, death 
appears to have occurred 
through natural causes. 

Rhoades said he had not re¬ 
ported the body earlier because 
he had been under the impres¬ 
sion that Durham was sleep¬ 
ing. He was taken to the Los 
Angeles County jail.

Peterson, and 
Mrs. Paul L. Burton, recently 
attended a meeting of Los An¬ 
geles area workers headed by 
Leroy A. Lincoln, national 
chairman of the campaign, 
who addressed the group. 

According to Mrs. H. C. Har¬ 
graves, local publicity chair¬ 
man for the campaign, gamma 
globulin Is nothing new. It is 
a small fraction of whole blood. 


It has been produced in lim¬ 
ited quantities for a number of 
years, and has been used 
against measles and infectious 
hepatitis. 

What is new is its applica¬ 
tion in fighting infantile para¬ 
lysis. It was proven in field 
trials last summer that gamma 
globulin helped prevent the 
paralyzing effects of polio.

Canyon Residents Ask Help 
To Prevent ‘Segregation’

community swimming pool begun in City Park before next summer's sun heads south for autumn. Handing the check to Ralph "Pappy" 
Welch, representing tne association, is Mrs. Gwenn Dewey, chairman of the P-TA Ways and Means Committee, which raised the money 
through the last P-TA "Fall Festival."

Canyon residents in the Stur- 
tevant-Alta Vista-Oakdale vi¬ 
cinity attended the meeting of 
City Council last Tuesday eve¬ 
ning to ask for help in finding 
the answer to a situation which 
one of them described as hav¬ 
ing cut them off from the 
world. 

William O. Horne, official 
spokesman for the group, de¬ 
scribed the hardships of his 
neighbors brought about by 
laws within the area that pro¬ 
hibit visitors of any kind from 
leaving a car parked in certain 
streets. Not only does this re¬ 
strict social life within sec¬ 
tions of the canyon, he says, 
but even doctors or ministers 
would be vulnerable to arrest 
in making calls within that 
section. 

Horne, who lives at 621 Alta 
Vista, pointed out that he per¬ 
sonally had no great problem 
because of having space 
enough on his own land to af¬ 
ford parking, but that he was 
speaking on behalf of those 
without such space who had 
asked him to represent them. 

Mrs. Andre Pichard, 550 Oak¬ 
dale, spoke in tones that verged 
upon bitterness when she de¬ 
scribed a situation in which 
she suggested that Canyon 
residents were not being given 
fair consideration in their prob¬ 
lems and that, as a result, 
property values there were 
damaged. 

Police Chief Gordon G. Mc¬ 
Millan, who has made investi¬ 
gations pertaining to previous 


complaints on the subject, said 
that he believed “spot parking” 
might be made legal in some 
places, but only where such 
parking would still allow the 
passing of two cars. The mat¬ 
ter was referred to members of 
the City Council who made up 
the Police and Fire Committee. 

After the meeting, Canyon 
residents expressed themselves 
as believing that the City of 
Sierra Madre was still too apa¬ 
thetic towards the problems of 
Canyon residents, and that they 
felt as if they were a segre¬ 
gated people who were not be¬ 
ing given their due rights 
when it came to proper con¬ 
sideration. 

Horne, who was sympathetic 
with the city’s problems as 
well as his neighbors, said aft¬ 
erward he believed nothing 
could be accomplished by 
“picking a quarrel.” He also 
described, during the Council 
meeting, the danger of a white 
line that has been drawn in 
the center of a Canyon road too 
narrow for two ears to pass, 
pointing out that on certain 
curves cars approaching each 
other unseen might crash be¬ 
cause drivers felt safe by be¬ 
ing on the right side of the 
white line. 

On this subject, however, Mc¬ 
Millan clung to the belief that 
the white line was a safety 
factor that was established as 
being “generally accepted.” 
But what canyon residents 
asked was that generalities be

Manager of Humane Society

I do not know 
who is at fault but I wouldn’t 
like to think that a dog was 
smarter than its owners.”

It will build 
enough classrooms to care for 
the additional 1,700 students 
expected to be in grades 11-14 
in the next six years. Further¬ 
more, it will permit moderniza¬ 
tion which has been delayed 
far too long. 

Analysis shows that in the 
junior high school district there 
are many present deficiencies,

In the informal conversations of Sierra Madre residents lately 
the subject of traffic has become more and more predominant— 
and we don’t mean the problem of parking space, off-street or 
otherwise.

Q: Will "INSTRUMENT PARK” depredate property values 
in the area? 

A: To the contrary, it will cause residential property values to 
increase. This is the expressed opinion of a number of realtors 
and banking officials in this area. 

T ilry its neighbors, Consolidated has a considerable investment 
at stake in the Hastings Ranch area, not only in current plant 
holdings, but in those factors which contribute to the economic 
security and happiness of its many employees who presently 
live and work in the area. Consolidated would oppose any 
program that would devaluate property in this area, just as 
vigorously as its neighbors. It believes that only under a well- 
regulated and controlled program, such as "INSTRUMENT 
PARK,” can this now barren property be developed m an 
economic manner, and at the same time, continue the high 
standards of architectural and landscaping beauty that typify 
the entire Hastings Ranch area. 

Too, hundreds of new jobs, requiring highly skilled workmen, 
will create increased demand for fine residential property in 
the immediate vicinity of their employment. As one Hastings 
Ranch home owner put it, "If ’INSTRUMENT PARK’ be- 
comes a reality. I’m immediately going to add $500 to the 
value of my house.’' 

Q- Why hasn’t the proposed "INSTRUMENT PARK site 
been developed for residential use now permitted under exist¬ 
ing zoning? 

A: Current high cost of the land ($20,000 an acre) jnakes it 
impossible to erect low cost multiple residential units. "Garden- 
type” or luxury apartments would be a poor investment risk in 
an area which already has witnessed considerable commercial 
and light industrial development within its boundaries. 

As a result, it is unlikely that this property will be developed 
at all under current zoning regulations. This could mean, as 
time goes on, that owners of this property, in order to assure 
some return on their investment, might be forced to dispose of 
it in piecemeal fashion, seeking zoning va-iances to permit 
much less restricted uses than the one currently proposed in 
the "INSTRUMENT PARK” project. Commercial uses that 
conceivably might be requested under a non-regulated develop¬ 


ment program, could include laundries, cleaning establish¬ 
ments, service stations, storage garages, and yes, even whole¬ 
sale fish or live poultry markets. Development of the area as 
"INSTRUMENT PARK” will preclude subsequent piecemeal 
disposal of portions of this property and will eliminate the 
possibility of less desirable uses, such as those mentioned above. 

Q: If multiple residential apartment or boarding house units 
actually were economically practical under present zoning, 
what effect might they have on the surrounding neighborhood? 

A: (a) Increased burdens would be placed upon our already 
over-crowded school and classroom facilities in the Hastings 
Ranch area. 

(b) Frequently, residents of this type of housing development, 
because of transient circumstances, do not demonstrate the 
civic pride in, or the responsibility for, the appearance of their 
surroundings that is characteristic of the long-term resident or 
neighboring home owner. Frequently, they are furnished with 
inadequate facilities for trash disposal, for drying their clothes, 
or for providing their children with suitable recreation areas 
in which to play. 

(c) Legal utilization of a larger percentage of the total land 
area for building construction usually means that landscaped 
yard area is sacrificed, that sufficient off-street parking to meet 
day and night needs of the apartment dwellers, has not been 
provided. This means increased parking problems on nearby 
residential streets. 

Q: Will "INSTRUMENT PARK” provide adequate off-street 
parking for employees as well as visitors to the various plant 
activities? 

A: Yes. The "INSTRUMENT PARK” plan will provide off- 
street parking for all employees, customers, vendors, and other 
visitors, ln addition, nearly all traffic to and from the "PARK” 
area, including trucking, will be served through approaches 
and exits from Halstead Street and Rosemead Boulevard. It 
will not be necessary for this traffic to be carried on Sierra 
Madre Villa or nearby residential streets. 

Internal roadways and parkways will also be incorporated in 
the plan to reduce traffic congestion on existing access streets. 
All of the parking, as well as the internal roadway system, 
will be attractively landscaped and screened from the view of 
neighboring residents. 

Q: What’s to become of the "R-l” triangle to the north of the 
proposed "INSTRUMENT PARK” site? 

A: Future zoning of this property rests with municipal plan¬ 
ning officials. Consolidated believes that development of this 
8-acre area under the present "R-l” regulation is much more 


likely, from an economic view, if "INSTRUMENT PARK 
with its campus-like atmosphere becomes a reality. 

Q- How will Consolidated enforce over-all controlled develop¬ 
ment of "INSTRUMENT PARK” if outside companies come 
into the "PARK?” 

A: It is quite probable that Consolidated will actually develop 
the entire area and construct buildings for lease to outside in¬ 
strument concerns. Even if the latter, however, erect their own 
units, Consolidated will enforce strict compliance with archi¬ 
tectural and landscaping requirements through deed restric¬ 
tions and other covenants which must be signed or agreed to 
by the outside organization, which upon "invitation” has ex¬ 
pressed a desire to become a part of this unique community 
enterprise. Consolidated has already affirmed in writing its 
intentions to impose such restrictions, should the property be 
re-zoned. 

Q: Will Consolidated permit construction of buildings within 
the "PARK” to the maximum height allowed under C-P 
zoning? 

A: No. Buildings erected upon the site will not be allowed to 
exceed 36 feet in height, which is the present height limit 
allowed under existing "R-2” zoning. 

Q: Will the type of activities to be brought to "INSTRU¬ 
MENT PARK" create any type of nuisance to the surrounding 
neighborhood ? 

A: No. ”C-P” or "Commercial and Parking” zoning permits 
only light manufacturing use which, in the phraseology of the 
Zoning Ordinance, "is not, nor will become dangerous, offen¬ 
sive, disagreeable or annoying by reason of the emission of 
odors, dust, gas, smoke, noise, vibrations, or otherwise.” The 
instrument industry meets and surpasses these exacting condi¬ 
tions in all respects. 

Q- How soon will work commence in the actual development 
of "INSTRUMENT PARK” if the zoning appeal is approved? 
A: Consolidated plans to start immediately with the prepara¬ 
tion of plans for the construction of an Engineering and Re¬ 
search Building, on the site of the present canteen and parking 
lot, to the north of the existing plant. It is hoped that ground 
will be broken for this unit before the year is out. This would 
be followed by the erection of a duplicate of the present plant, 
to the north of the engineering building perhaps within a two- 
year period. Immediate provision will be made to landscape and 
plant the perimeter of the entire "PARK” site with trees, 
shrubs, and other attractive screening, even though several 
years may pass before the entire building area is completed. 
In the meantime, a portion of this area will be used as interim 
parking for Consolidated employees.

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Driveways Not 
So Safe As 
Owners Think 


“Your own driveway,” ac¬ 
cording to the National Auto¬ 
mobile Club, is not the com¬ 
pletely safe thing it appears to 
be. A few hundred persons are 
killed annually in private 
driveways and several thou¬ 
sands are injured; many of 
them permanently. 

The driveway’s apparent 
safety obviously is a pitfall. 
Because it seems that nothing 
could happen there, something 
tragic is always happening. 

The point about the average 
driveway is that half the time 
it is being driven in reverse. 
That is to say, 50 per cent of 
the travel on it is done with 
the car going backward. Visi¬ 
bility is reduced to a remark¬ 
able degree and somewhere in 
the reduction a child may wan¬ 
der. Or an adult who is wait¬ 
ing to get into the car after 
it is backed out of the garage 
may have wandered into the 
path of the car to do his day¬ 
dreaming. 

“As safe as your own drive¬ 
way” is one of those phrases 
that does not stand the test 
of close examination.

Nurse Asks Parents 
To Keep Children 
With Colds At Home 

Mrs. Hortense Wells, the 
nurse at City School, has writ¬ 
ten the following advice to par¬ 
ents during the “flu” season: 

“Colds are ‘catching’ in the 
same way that many other 
communicable diseases are, by 
direct and indirect contact. 
When a child shows signs of a 
cold he should be put to bed, 
kept warm and quiet, and sep¬ 
arated from other people, espe¬ 
cially other children. If a cold 
does not clear up quickly, a 
physician’s advice should be 
obtained. 

“When a child has even a 
mild cold, his parents should 
not allow him to mingle with 


other children. It is their duty 
to protect the child’s playmates 
from exposure. This one pre¬ 
caution alone would do much 
to check the spread of cold, in¬ 
fluenza and virus infection. 

“It is frequently advisable 
even after all symptoms have 
cleared to keep a child at home 
for a longer period of rest. Fol¬ 
lowing any infection there is 
a period of lowered resistance. 
Until recovery is complete it is 
not desirable to have children 
return to school.”
